1. SUMMARY. IN VIEW RECALCITRANT ATTITUDE OF MIN TRANSPORT, 
ODEPLAN (PLANNING ORGANIZATION) DIRECTOR KELLY HAS BEEN 
DIRECTED BY FINMIN CAUAS TO PREPARE ACCEPTABLE SOLUTION. 

FON MIN (LACKINGTON) WILL ADVISE EMBASSY AFTERNOON OF MONDAY 
TWENTY-SECOND OF MAIN LINES OF SOLUTION. END SUMMARY. 

2. ECON COUNSELOR IMPARTED SUBSTANCE OF REFTEL A TO FON MIN 
ECON ADVISER LACKINGTON 1300 HOURS DEC 19. LACKINGTON NEARLY 
EXPLODED, BUSTING OUT WITH QUOTE OUR OWN MINISTER OF TRANSPORT 
HAS BEEN LYING TO US RIGHT ALONG, AND THIS REALLY PROVES IT. 
UNQUOTE. AFTER MAKING APPOINTMENT TO DISCUSS SUBSTANCE REFTEL 
WITH FIN MIN CAUAS, LACKINGTON PROCEEDED TO GIVE FOLLOWING 
ACCOUNT OF INTERNAL GOC CONFLICT. 

3. FON MIN HAD SUSPECTED FOR SOME TIME THAT MINISTER OF 
TRANSPORT GARIN HAD NOT BEEN STRAIGHTFORWARD WITH FON MIN. 
REASON WAS THAT MINISTER OF TRANSPORT QUOTE AN IMBECILE UNQUOTE 
IN HANDS OF QUOTE MAFIA UNQUOTE OF CHILEAN SHIPPING INTERESTS. 
GARIN BELIEVES DL 466 TO BE USEFUL LEGISLATION AND RELUCTANT 

TO CHANGE ANY OF IT. 
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4. UNDER PRESSURE FROM FON MIN, GARIN HAD PROMISED TO 
PRODUCE SOLUTION, WHICH WAS DOCUMENT LACKINGTON HAD PROMISED 
TO GIVE EMBASSY (REF B). SOLUTION, HOWEVER, WAS MERELY 
AUTHORIZATION TO MAKE POOLING ARRANGEMENTS WITHIN AMBIT OF 
CONTINUING DISCRIMINATORY PROVISIONS OF DL 466. FON MIN 
REJECTED THIS AS UNACCEPTABLE, FOR SAME REASONS ADVANCED 

BY DEPARTMENT IN PARA 6, REFTEL A. 

5. WORKING LUNCHEON ON WEDNESDAY SEVENTEENTH WHICH, AMONG 
OTHERS INCLUDED FIN MIN CAUAS, CENTRAL BANK PRESIDENT 
BARAONA, MIN ECONOMY SERGIO DE CASTRO, FON MIN CARVAJAL, 
PROCHILE (EXPORTERS ASSOCIATION), EXECUTIVE SECRETARY FONTAINE, 
ODEPLAN DIRECTOR ROBERTO KELLY, AND LACKINGTON, BUT NOT 
REPEAT NOT GARIN, DEVOTED HALF OF TIME TO MATTER OF DISCRIM- 
INATORY SHIPPING DECREE. FONTAINE TOLD GROUP THAT HE HAD 
FOUND MIN TRANSPORT OFFICIALS IMPOSSIBLE TO WORK WITH. 

DECISION WAS THEREFORE TAKEN TO CHARGE KELLY WITH PREPARATION 
OF ACCEPTABLE SOLUTION NTL COB MONDAY TWENTY-SECOND. GARIN 
NOT REPEAT NOT TO BE INFORMED OF HIS LOSS OF JURISDICTION. 
MEANWHILE, CAUAS WOULD TAKE MATTER UP WITH PRESIDENT PINOCHET 
AT REGULAR AUDIENCE THURSDAY MORNING EIGHTEENTH. 

6. LACKINGTON, WHO USED TO BE KELLY S DEPUTY AT ODEPLAN, 

IS RECOMMENDING TO KELLY THAT SHORT-TERM SOLUTION BE BASED 
ON INTERPRETATION THAT VALUE ADDED TAX NOT A SUBSIDY WITHIN 
MEANING OF DL 466; HENCE CHILEAN EXPORTS NOT TO BE RESERVED 
FOR CHILEAN BOTTOMS. TNIS, ACCORDING TO LACKINGTON,, WOULD 
TAKE CARE OF QUOTE 90 PERCENT UNQUOTE OF PROBLEM. 

7. ECON COUNSELOR TOLD LACKINGTON THAT HE CONSIDERED LACK- 
INGTON HAD GIVEN OFFICIAL ASSURANCE THAT ACCEPTABLE SOLUTION 
WOULD BE FORTHCOMING BY COB MONDAY. LACKINGTON AGREED, AND 
ASKED ECON COUNSELOR TO CALL HIM SOMETIME MONDAY AFTERNOON 
FOR STATUS REPORT. 

8. CONCERNED WASHINGTON AGENCIES PLEASE NOTE LACKINGTON'S 
CONCERN LEST U.S. SHIPPING LINES BE INFORMED OF DETAILS OF 
BYPLAY WITHIN GOC, AND ESPECIALLY OF END RUN AROUND GARIN. 
LACKINGTON FELT U.S. SHIPPING LINES QUOTE MUCH TOO FREE UNQUOTE 
IN THEIR CONVERSATIONS WITH OFFICIALS OF MIN TRANSPORT. 
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9. AT SOCIAL FUNNCTION EVENING DECEMBER 18 (BEFORE ARRIVAL 
OF REFTEL A) AMBASSADOR RAISED PROBLEM WITH GOC FINANCE 
MINISTER AND ECONOMIC COORDINATOR JORGE CAUAS. AMBASSADOR 
STATED SITUATION WAS BECOMING A SERIOUS IRRITANT IN OUR 
DAY-TO-DAY RELATIONS, AND THAT WHILE WE WERE RELUCTANT TO 
CONTEMPLATE RETALIATORY MEASURES, IT MIGHT NOT BE POSSIBLE 
TO AVOID THEM IF NO ACTION ON CHILEAN SIDE WERE FORTHCOMING. 
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CAUAS SAID HE UNDERSTOOD SITUATION THOROUGHLY: REGRETTED 
THAT CHILEANS HAD NOT MOVED MORE QUICKLY: SAID HE HAD 
PERSONALLY DISCUSSED MATTER WITH PRESIDENT PINOCHET EARLIER 
IN DAY; AND EXPRESSED HOPE RAPID REMEDIAL ACTION WOULD NOW 
BE FORTHCOMING.
